It has become the fashion to speak 
of Jesus as a social reformer, com- 
parable to Socrates, or to Ghandi. 


But there is a conspicuous shying} 


away from the traditional view of the 
revelation of Jesus as supreme, final, 
land unique. This modern vogue is 
fected in the letters of two writers 
appearing in The Christian Century, 
June 8, 1932 (p. 731). One is from a 
Christian Association secretary who 
Says: “Because I look at tife as a 
growing process, and the universe 
characterized by change, I have come 
to the position where I assert that 
the nature of religion is growth. The 
hotion that the Christian revelation 
1s final, that Christ is the absolute, 
the complete, in my mind has far- 
teaching consequences for ill that we 
are just beginning to realize.” The 
g ‘cond is from a university instruc- 
tor, who writes: “We can, and by all 
the logic of an unfinished universe, 
will, either accidentally or by the 
pains of growing effort, come upon 
Philosophies of life which far trans- 
fend that of Jesus, and possibly pat- 
terns of living that will be inconsis- 
kat with that taught by Jesus.” 


The Shift From the Divine

wrong; he neither raised others from 
the dead nor himself rose from the 
dead in physical form; in his earthly 
life he was subject to the limitations 
of knowledge and science which ap- 
plied to his day; man’s redemption 
does not rest alone on his suffering 
and death; he will not appear in a 
gecond visible coming upon earth” 
(p. 35). 

Thus, on the basis of the above 
study, only 44% of the newer recruits 
to the ministry, believe that “Jesus 
is equal in power, knowledge and 
authority with God” as compared 
with 76% of the older ministers. Only 
42% of the younger preachers be- 
lieve “that after Jesus was dead and 
buried he actually rose from the dead, 
leaving the tomb empty” as contrast- 
ed with 84% of the older ministers. 
Such is the trend toward the slough- 
ing off of the supernatural and the 
divine from the Christian religion 
which is so marked in the Protestant 
denominations in America today. The 
study clearly shows that the funda- 
mental truths of historic Christian- 
ity, especially the divinity of Christ 
and the finality of His moral code, 
are being surrendered all along the 
line by the leading Protestant denom- 
inations. 3 

This condition is observed not with 
glee but with profound regret. It 
means that instead of having allies in 
the battle against the growing forces 
of naturalism, rationalism and agnos- 


stands

organized institutional help is con- 
cerned. . 


No Compromise 


In the face of this general break- 
down of faith in the traditional tenets 
of Christianity, the Catholic Church 


today as she has _ stood 
throughout nineteen centuries, un- 
faltering and unswerving in her ad- 
herence to the plain teaching of 
Jesus Christ. With her there is no 
compromise with the time-spirit, no 
trimming of sails to suit every new 
wind that blows. She _ preaches 
“Jesus Christ, yesterday and today; 
and the same forever.” She adopts 
as her own, the reply of Peter to the 
query addressed to the Apostles by 
the Saviour, when seeing many of 
the Jews leave Him rather than ac- 
cept His teaching that He would give 
them His flesh to eat and His blood 
to drink, He turned to the Apostles 
themselves, asking, “Will you also 
leave me?” Peter answered in behalf 
of all the Apostles, “Lord to whom 
shall we go? Thou hast the words of 
eternal life.” 


With vast millions of so-called 
Christians, deserting the Master by 
denying His plain teachings concern- 
ing His own divine character, the 
Church takes her stand by the side 


Apostles, and says: “Lord, to w 
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shall we go? Thou hast the words of 
eternal life.” 

Of all the teachings of Christ, 
there are none which are more im- 
portant or which have such far- 
reaching consequences as those con- 


-leerning His own divine nature. If 


Christ be not divine, but a mere man, 
then the religion which He founded, 
has no divine authority behind it, no 
finality to its moral code, no unique- 
ness to its teachings, no mark which 
differentiates it essentially and gene- 
rically from Hindooism, Mohamme- 
danism, Confucianism, or the other 
religions of the world. In short, the 
authoritativeness of the Christian re- 
ligion stands or falls with the divine 
character of its Founder. 


Peter’s Profession 


What now is the evidence concern- 
ing Christ’s divinity? I shall not ask 
our dear non-Catholic reader to be- 
lieve in the deity of Jesus simply be- 
cause the Catholic Church teaches 
that truth. I shall ask him to examine 
the plain teachings of the Saviour on 
this point as recorded in the gospels. 
For the purpose of this study, it will 
not be necessary to regard the gos- 
pels as divinely inspired documents, 
but simply as truthful narratives. 
Surely every person who calls himself 
a Christian, will grant that the evan- 
gelists did not invent the character of 
Jesus, but that they recorded the 
truthful story of His life and teach- 
ings. 

For the sake of brevity, we shall 
pass over the evidence which implies 
the deity of Jesus, such as the pas- 
sages wherein He speaks not as an 
ambassador but in His own name and 
by His own authority. We shall come 
at once to the direct and explicit 
teaching of the Master that He is in 
literal truth the Son of God, consub- 
stantial with the Father in Heaven. 

The first scene occurs at Caesarea 
Philippi. Christ asks the disciples, 
“Whom do men say that the Son of 


man is? But they said: Some John | 


the Baptist, and other some Elias, 
and others Jeremias, or one of the 


| prophets” (Matt. 16:13-14). Not sat- 
isfied with these responses, Christ .

of the living God.”

Uncle Dave Tells Jack the Story 
of Mission San Buenaventura

“From Mission San Fernando, 
, Jack, we travelled along El Ca- 
mino Real a little northerly, most- 
ly westerly, to a bustling, busy 
town on the shores of the peace- 
fully calm Pacific. To a town, Jack, 
called Ventura, whose only echoing 
claim to the romantic and glorious 
past of Padre Serra’s day lies in 
its’ numerous multi-flowered gar- 
dens and its well-preserved but 
poorly renovated historic mission 
church. 

“No beautiful though broken 
arches of cloistered ruins remain, 
like at San Juan Capistrano, Jack, 
just the old mission structure, 
which today serves as parish church 
for the Catholic population of the 


‘se town that even with its clipped 


name—Ventura — perpetuates the 
memory of the Seraphic Doctor, 
Saint Bonaventure, to whom the 
mission was dedicated, on March 
, 1, 1784, by Padre Serra. 


“Buenaventura was the ninth 
and last mission founded by the 
venerabie Padre-presidente Juni- 
pero Serra, It was third in his 
plans. Seemingly unsurmountable 
obstacles long delayed its estab- 
lishment. Inwardly Padre Serra 
felt sad because of the delay, but 
whenever his confreres would men- 
tion anything about it he would 
only answer ‘the more slowly the 
more solemnly.’ 

“Remember that book I read you 
last winter when you stayed at my 
house over the week-end, Jack ?”’ 

“*‘Two Years Before the Mast,’ 
Uncle Dave?” 

“Yes, Jack, that’s the book. In 
it, Richard Henry Dana, Jr., des- 
cribes the mission establishment of 
San Buenaventura as ‘the finest in 
the whole country, with fertile soil 
and rich vineyards.’ Another great 
traveller, Captain George Van- 
couver, the English explorer, re- 
porting his visit to the mission in 
1793, considered it ‘as being in a 
very superior style to any of the 
new establishments,’ and that the 
‘garden far exceeded anything met 
with in these regions.’ Hé men- 
tions ‘apples, pears, plums, figs, 
oranges, grapes, pomogranates, 
cocoanut, sugar-cane, bananas, 
plantain, indigo, and kitchen herbs, 
roots and plants.’ ” 

“The inventory-report for the 
year 1816 gives the number of cat- 
tle upon the mission ‘ranchos’ as 
238,400. The detailed inventory, too 
long to relate here, Jack, is an- 
other witness of the wondrous de- 
velopment of Mission San Buena- 
ventura, of its gardens, its vine- 
yards, its orchards and its ‘ran 
chos.’ In 1820 the Mexican gov- 
ernment owed $85,170 to the mis- 
sion. There is no record that this 
debt was ever paid. 

“With secularization, in 1837, 
came dark days for San Buenaven- 
tura. Its gentle Padres were sent 
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away, its large Indian population 
seattered, its wondrous gardens, 


its cattle ‘ranchos’ sold. Only one 
vestige of its former glory remain- 
ed—its stone mission church. Be- 
gun in 1794 the great church was 
not dedicated until September 8, 
1809. During the fiesta following 
this rite the relics of Padre Vin- 
cente de Santa Maria, who had 
died in 1806, were transferred to 
the new edifice. Thus the former 
pastor of the mission became ‘in 
sacred memory’ once again the 
spiritual guardian of San Buena- 
ventura. 

“The disastrous earthquake of 
1812 damaged the tower and 
fachada of the church. Six years 
were spent in restoring the church 
and adding a chapel dedicated to 
San Miguel. 


“Garcia Diego, first bishop of 
the Californias, declared the 
church, in 1845, the parish church 
of the town of Ventura. During 
the nearly ninety years since then 
it has suffered much in the way of 
so-called ‘restoration.’. One of the 
finest bits of mission woodwork—a 
beautiful canopied pulpit — has 
been removed. And in many other 
ways the interior appearance of 
the mission has been ruined, As 
a result, Jack, we spent most of 
our visit examining the inscriptions 
on the bells in the companarto and 
the’ serpentined decorations of a 
side door—the two most interest- 
ing features of a badly ‘restored’ 
mission building. 

“As soon as our visit at the mis- 
Sion was ended, Jack, we climbed 
the high hill at the back of the 
town, and once its crest we had 
gained, we sat down to rest at the 
foot of a modern cross that legend 
tells us marks the spot where 
Padre Serra planted the emblem of 
salvation—the Cross of Christ. 
While my companion chatted in 
enthusiastic tones about the in- 
spiring, embracing view of miles 
of land and open sea, I must con- 
fess, Jack, that I was day-dream- 
ing, picturing in my mind the 
venerable Padre-presidente Juni- 
pero Serra as he founded the ninth 
bead in his mission chain—San 
Buenaventura.”

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The cartoonist Ripley has several 
times been called to account for 
conveying erroneous and mislead- 
ing impressions regarding things 
Catholic in his popular syndicated 
cartoon “Believe It or Not.” 


Probably his most egregious of- 
fense in this respect was the state- 
ment that “St. Patrick was neither 
a Catholic, a Saint, nor an Irish- 
man—and his name was not Pat- 
rick.” For this galaxy of errors 
the cartoonist was duly taken to 
task, among others, by Mr. Patrick 
Scanlan, Managing Editor of The 
Brooklyn Tablet. Mr. Scanlan 
proved that St. Patrick was a Cath- 
olic and a Saint, and pointed out 
that no one had ever contended Pat- 
rick was his original name or that 
he was born in Ireland. 


In a recent cartoon devoted to 
the Vatican City, Ripley states that 
“although no children can be born 
there (in Vatican City), the popu- 
lition more than doubled last year!” 
If there were a law to the effect 
that no child might be born in Vat- 
ican City, it is difficult to perceive 
how it would be enforced in case 
of emergency. As a matter of 
fact, a child was born in Vatican 
City, as long ago as June, 1929. It 
was the son of Tommaso La Bella, 
a papal servant employed in the 
Chamberlain’s office. The father 
received congratulations from all 
sides. The infant was described as 
the first child born in the tiny 
state, and there was no indication 
that anyone thought it the last. 


The Law on Citizenship and So- 
journ, which regulates the condi- 
tions of citizenship for married 
people, children, other descendants, 
and brothers and sisters of Vatican 
citizens, states: “Since the limited 
extent of the Vatican City does not 
permit all the descendants and col- 
lateral relations of the Vatican citi- 
zens with their families to reside 
in the City itself, the Sovereign 
Pontiff. with the intention of en- 
couraging the formation of new 
families and the procreation of off- 
spring, reserves, case by case, in 
his unchallengeable sovereign opin- 
ion, the right to make provisions 
for the new families which have to 
leave the Vatican City—even with 
concession, as a condition of favor, 
of the use of apartments of the 
property of the Holy See in the 
territory of the Kingdom of Italy.” 
It is also provided that children 
from 6 to 14 years must be ade- 
quately instructed in the primary 
schools or otherwise, on pain of fine 
and imprisonment. 

Ripley also states that the 
“enlor” of Vatican City, Pope Pius 
XI, “has an income of about $15,- 
000,000 a year (Peter's Pence).” 
He thus conveys the impression 
that this sum (doubtless greatly 
exaggerated) is the personal in- 
come of the Sovereign Pontiff as 
ruler of Vatican City, whereas the 
Peter’s Pence is made up of volun- 
tary contributions of any amount 
made by Catholics in all parts of 
the world toward the expenses of 
the Holy See and is administered 
by a special commission of car- 
dinals. The Holy Father receives 
Pecter’s Pence not as temporal head 
of Vatican City but as spiritual 
head of the Catholic Church, just 
as he did before the establishment 
of the temporal sovereignty by the 
Lateran Treaty of 1929. 

Other statements in this particu- 
lar syndication might be taken ex- 
ception to, but enough has been 
said to indicate that Ripley has 
doubtless well named his cartoon 
“Believe It or Not.” Many of Rip- 
ley’s startling effects are achieved 
by ignoring simple and obvious ex- 
planations or by drawing unwar- 
ranted distinctions. Hence, those 
who amuse themselves occasionally 
by glancing over the Ripley cartoon, 
with its general run of trivialities, 
doubtless do so with the proverbial 
grain of salt.

Bring Apostolate

William J. Hafey, Bishop of 
Raleigh, in an address at the Bi- 
Centennial dinner tendered here 
recently by the National Director- 
ate of the Catholic Daughters of 
America, in honor of Martin H. 
Carmody, Supreme Knight of the 
Knights of Columbus, 

His Excellency, who is national 
chaplain of the Catholic Daugh- 
ters of America, declared history 
shows that the spirit of irreligion 
and a national breakdown in re- 
ligious faith here always begun 
among the higher classes of so- 
ciety. In this country today, he 
said, indifference to, or abandon- 
ment of, religious belief and prac-

Funeral of Late Bishop of Helena 
Occasion of Notable Ceremony 
At Notre Dame; Church 
and Military Honors 
Given Prelate In 
Sacred Heart 
Church

Close to the sanctuary in which 
he was elevated to the episcopate 
five years ago and in which at an 
earlier day he pronounced his re- 
ligious vows, the mortal remains 
of the Most Rev. George Joseph 
Finnigan, C.S.C., §.T.D., late Bis- 
hop of Helena, Mont., rested in 
Sacred Heart church, Notre Dame, 


|Sunday night and Monday morn- 


ing. At the head of the main aisle 
stood the plain black casket en- 
closing the figure of the beloved 
prelate vested in the robes of his 
exalted office. He wore the ring 
that bespoke his wedding to the 
Church, the Bride of Christ, on his 
breast shone the pectoral cross, his 
fingers clasped the saving sign of 
our redemption and upon his brow 
rested the mitre of the high priest 
of the Most High God. 


Sombre drapings of black and 
white suspended in the high vault- 
ed arches of the historic church 
were mute evidence of the sorrow 
of the occasion. Candles shed their 
soft glow upon the kindly face as 
groups of his brethren in the Con- 
gregation, loved ones and friends, 
came to pay their tribute of re- 
spect and kneeling in prayer bowed 
in obedience to God’s holy will, 


This was the scene presented at 
Notre Dame after the return of 
the body of Bishop Finnigan from 
his distant see city in Montana 
where services had been held on 
Friday morning at St. Helena’s 
Cathedral. The Most Rev. John 
Edward Gorman, D.D., metropoli- 
tan of Oregon City and a resident 
of Portland, was celebrant of the 
Solemn Requiem and the Rey. 
Stephen J. Sullivan, D.D., of Town- 
send, Mont., who was later heard 
at Notre Dame, gave the eluogy. 


Accompanied by the Very Rev. 
Charles Leo O'Donnell, C.S.C., 
president of the University of 
Notre Dame; the Rev. William Mce- 
Namara, C.S.C., and the Most Rev. 
Edwin V. O’Hara, D.D., Bishop of 
Great Falls, Mont., the body of 
Bishop Finnigan arrived in South 
Bend shortly after the noon hour 
Sunday. Thousands assembled at 
the union station to look on as the 
flag-draped casket of the valiant 
World War chaplain and prelate 
was placed in the hearse and the 
funeral cortege moved to Notre 
Dame. Formerly vice-president of 
the University and American Pro- 
vincial of the Congregation of the 
Holy Cross, the deceased was wide- 
ly known. The “Office of the 
Dead” was solemnly chanted by the 
assembled members of the Congre- 
gation at Sacred Heart church and 
prayerful vigil kept by priests and 
seminarians during the _ silent 
watches of the night. 

One of the most notable cere- 
mohies held at Notre Dame was 
the funeral of Bishop Finnigan, a 
congregation that filled the church 
to capacity attending at 9:00 
o’clock Monday morning. Besides 
eight Bishops and as many Mon- 
signori, there were nearly two 
hundred Holy Cross priests, Broth- 
ers, seminarians and Brother postu- 
lants of the Congregation; upwards 
of eighty Fort Wayne diocesan 
priests; a large group of secular 
and religious priests from distant 
cities; numerous groups of Sis- 
ters, including Holy Cross from 
Notre Dame and St. Mary’s; 
alumni members, hundreds of South 
Bend and visiting members of the 
laity and military delegations.

Huge War Ossuary 
On Battlefield In 
France Dedicated 


Paris.—Two cardinals who were 
decorated for bravery during the 
World War—His Eminence Charles 
Cardinal Binet, Archbishop of Bes- 
ancon, and His Eminence Achille 
Cardinal Lienart, Bishop of Lille— 
30 other Archbishops and Bishops, 
and the Abbot of the famous Trap- 
pist monastery of Citeaux sur- 
rounded the President of the Re- 
public at the inauguration of the 
Ossuary of Douaumont. 

This austere but impressive | 
monument, the first stone of which | 
was put in place six years ago, 
probably would never have reached 
its completion had it not been for 
the noble determination of the 
Most Rev. Charles-Ginisty, Bishop 
of Verdun, who was the promoter | 
of the project and undertook a crv- | 
sade in its behalf in every town of | 
France and beyond the borders of 
France, even in America. 

Has 52 Tombs 

At the highest point of the 
battlefield is the ossuary, a erypt 
443 feet long, where in the glorious 
light from the vermillion glass of 
the parallel windows are distin- 
guishable 52 tombs of red granite | 


which contain 1,570 cubic yards of. 
bones belonging to unidentified 


dead. The identified dead are buried 
in the cemetery in front of the os- 
suary. Two flames, at the extremi- 
ties of the gallery, burn perpetually 
on the two largest vaults. 


In the center there rises a high 
tower, with a 151-foot cross in 


summit is a beacon which is illu-| 
mined every evening and gently) 
plays its soft rays over all the’ 
countryside, frightfully ravaged by | 
the war. Every evening also the 
bell in the tower tolls to remind its 
hearers to pray for the dead. 


This tower was built through 
donations from the Knights of Col-| 
umbus. The bell also was the gift 
of an American, Mrs. Anne Tho- 
burn van Buren.

swept by the winds. 


The most affecting part of the 
dedication was undoubtedly at 
night, when to the incessant tolling 
of the bell and amid the lustre shed 
by electric projectors, the Office of 
the Dead was chanted by 20 Bis- 
hops before a crowd in which could 
be distinguished, mixed with peas- 
ants clad in mourning, the victor- 
ious generals of Verdun. 


On Sunday morning a solemn 
Mass was chanted in the open air 
on the square in Verdun between 
the Bishop’s residence and the cita- 
del, by the Most Rev. Jean Chollet, 
Archbishop of Cambrai, in the pre- 
sence of the municipal authorities, 
Marshals Petain and Lyautey, Gen- 
eralissimo Weygand and an im- 
mense crowd. 


President Felicitates Bishop 
That afternoon at Douaumont, in 


the name of all France bowed be- 


fore the sepulchres, the President 


of the Republic felicitated the Bis- 


hop of Verdun on the pious and 
magnificent work he has accom- 
plished,

The new gallery will contain 
more pictures than the old, since 
it has been decided to house in it 
the best among the many paintings 
that are scattered in the Vatican 


canvases decorating the con- 
sistorial hall will be replaced by 
tapestries and the pictures will be 
hung in the new gallery. 


The Vatican collection of paint- 
ings is not. particularly large, but 
it makes up in excellency what it 
lacks in numbers. It is undoubt- 
edly the most famous collection in 
the world. It has been in exist: 
ence less than 150 years, its origin 
being due to pure chance. 


Art Seized by Napoleon 


In fact, it is composed of the 
works of art that, in accordance 
with the Treaty of Tolentino, the 
French troops took from the 
churches of Rome in virtue of the 
article that obliged Pope Pius VI, 
in addition to paying a war indem- 
nity, to yield to Napoleon 100 care- 
fully selected works of art. When 
the greater part was returned to 
the Vatican after Napoleon’s down- 
fall, in 1815, they were not given 
back to the churches from which 
they had been taken, but were kept 
in the Vatican, where it was felt 
they could be protected better. 
Raphael’s “The Transfiguration,” 
for instance, originally belonged to 
the Church of San Pietro, in Mono- 
rio, but after its return from Paris 
it remained permanently in the 
Vatican. 

Room was made in the Vatican 
for the collection, but like all 
makeshift things the old Vatican 
gallery was far from ideal. The 
need for a new gallery built pur- 
posely to house the Vatican art 
therefore has been long felt. Pope 
Pius XI deserves credit not only 
for enriching the Vatican with one 
of its finest buildings, but for final- 
ly providing an edifice wherein the 
Vatican’s paintings may be ad- 
mired under ideal conditions.—

A SAINTLY LIFE

UR own experience tells us 
that a person entirely im- 
mersed in worldly pursuits,— 
whether of wealth, social position, 


or sensual pleasure,—dulls his soul 
and is apt to be without those 
gentler sympathies which contri- 
bute so much to human happiness. 
The servant of the world and the 
victim of worldly lusts and ambi- 
tions is apt to be self-centered and 
harsh to his weaker brethren. 
Now the saint is deeply con- 
vinced of these very evident truths. 
He will not at any cost become ‘a 
victim of the world which measures 
success by values that soon pass 
away. He wants to possess his 
soul in peace. He does not want 
to be a victim of the worst kind of 
Slavery, slavery to passion, to hu- 
man respect, to inane standards set 
up by the unthinking multitude. 
He strives for the possession of 
the greatest blessing, the liberty 
of the children of God. 


The saint, in other words, has 
carefully compared the inevitable 
results of God’s service, and of 
what is spoken of in Holy Scrip- 
ture, as world service. He has 
framed his conclusion in a fixed 
rule of conduct. As he realizes the 
folly of serving a harsh taskmas- 
ter’ like the world, and sees the 
cowardice of submitting to world- 
ly principles, he will keep himself 
aloof from these as far as his cir- 
cumstances of life and duty will 
permit. He will, of course, do his 
full duty towards his family, to- 
wards society, and all those to- 
wards whom he has obligations of 
any kind. He may even be a leader 
in civic affairs and in undertak- 
ings that make for the common 
good. No cause that contains pro- 
mise of greater social welfare will 
find him unresponsive. Yet again, 
in all such work he has his eye on 
higher interests; on the ultimate 
destiny of the race, which is not 
material prosperity alone, but the 
realization of the Kingdom of God 
among all people, though they are 
separated now by creed, color, so- 
cial station, and natjonal and poli- 
tical lines.

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Charges Masons’ Link 
With Reds In Mexico 


VATICAN CITY.—The news- 
paper Osservatore Romano carried 
an editorial charging that Com- 
munism was at the bottom of the 
religious troubles in Mexico and 
that the Communists were acting 
in league with the Free Masons. 

“Masonry,” said the editorial, 
“never would have succeeded in 
subjecting and oppressing so fero- 
ciously the Church and the Mexi- 
can people if it had not found a 
powerful ally first. in Socialism, 
then in the Communists, who were 
and are the most efficacious instru- 
ments of persecution in its hands.” 

The newspaper recalled a trip to 
Russia by General Plutarco Elias 
Calles before he became President 
of Mexico, and said that “enormous 
facilities” were granted to Com- 
munists in Mexico during the Cal- 
les administration. Even now, the 
editorial said, the Communists 
party predominated in the States 
of Tabasco, Vera Cruz, Yucatan 
and Hidalgo. 


Catholic Women Pro- 
test Beauty Contests 


TOLEDO, OHIO.—Msgr. John 
T. O'Connell, vicar general of the 
Diocese of Toledo, who is admin- 
istering diocesan affairs in the ab- 
sence of Bishop Karl J. Alter, em- 
bodied the protest of the Toledo 
Council of Catholic Women against 
bathing beauty contests in a pas- 
toral letter read in all the churches 
of the diocese last Sunday. 

“One of the great evils that be- 
set the youth of today,” the women 
declared, “is the indecent dress of 
women and girls who frequent pub- 
lic bathing beaches and club swim- 
ming pools. Bathing beauty con- 
tests, swimming exhibitions parti- 
cipated in by both men and women, 
are nothing short of an insult to 
those who try to maintain the 
standards of Christian life.” 

Commenting on the protest, 
Msgr. O’Connel’s letter said: “If 
this serious complaint had come 
from the clergy, people might as- 
sume that it had been prompted by 
over-rigidness in matters of moral 
conduct, or had come from anti- 
quated notions that fail to measure 
conditions of modern life. 

“The protest, however, appears 
over the signature of the president 
of the Toledo Council of Catholic 
Women. The group she represents 
should be in a position to know the 
facts of the situation and to sense 
its evil results: The fact that 


‘newspapers glorify the shameless- 


ness of women should be nothing 
to us or to our Catholic men and 
women in the face of our eternal 
principles of morals and of ous 
practical knowledge of what most 
contributes: to the ruin of souls. 

“These Catholic women, whose 
zeal should be a spur to our pas- 
toral soelicitude, are but renewing 
the reiterated condemnations by 
Popes, particularly Pius XI, of a 
tendency in the dress of women 
that is a reminder of paganism at 
its worst, or of the unrestrained 
savagery of the jungle.”

Germany is one-third Catholic 
while our country is only one- 
sixth Catholic. In our country 
there are wide areas in which 
Catholics are very few. They 
would be powerless except in 
national elections. Moreover 
Germany’s people are practi- 
cally all of the same national- 
ity, while over here there are 
very large national groups, 
who would not likely assimi- 
late politically with the rest. 


Then we never had a perse- 
eution over here like they 
have had In Germany. Until 
the late war Germany practi- 
cally had a state religion, and 
the persecution under Bis- 
marck was largely a persecu- 
tion of Catholics by Protes- 

' tants. If there were ever a 
persecution im the United 
States it would be a persecu- 
tion of Catholics by organized 
groups who have no sympathy 
for any religion. |

Attempt On Religious 


Cincinnati. — Twenty-four year 
old William Tichbein’s attempt to 
extort money from the Brothers of 
the Poor of St. Francis, at Mt. Al- 
verno, his former teachers, resulted 
tragically for him. 

Tichbein was shot and killed by 
Deputy Sheriff Emil Gau in the 
chapel of the Brothers’ schoo! at 
Mt. Alverno as the climax of an 
effort on the part of Tichbein to 
secure $200 from the Brothers. 

Tichbein, a German immigrant, 
was, at one time a pupil at the 
Brothers’ school, but was expelled, 
with Rudolph Flory, of this city, as 
an incorrigible, in 1981. The night 
before the shooting he entered the 
chapel and took vestments valued 
at $1,200 and hid them in the attic 
of the building. He then left a 
note on the vestment case, demand- 
ing that the Brothers leave $200 on 
the steps of the chapl by midnight 
of the next day. Dire consequences 
were threatened—-destruction of the 
vestments and firing the school—if 
the demands were not met. 

The Brothers notified the police 
and Sheriff Gau hid behind a door 
of the chapel. On the advice of an 
officer, the Brothers placed a fake

of Nazareth, a man approved of God 
among you, by miracles, and wonders, 
and signs, which God did by him, in 
the midst of you, as you know” (Acts 
222). 

The effect made not only upon the 
disciples but also upon the multitudes 
who witnessed the miracles wrought 
by Jesus, is reflected in the words of 
Nicodemus: “We know that Thou art 
come a teacher from God; for no man 
ean do these signs which Thou doest, 
unless God be with him” (John 3:2). 
Indeed St. John says explicitly that 
he has recorded the miracles of Jesus 
for the express purpose of enabling 
his readers to believe in ‘the deity of 
Christ. “Many other signs,” he says, 
“also did Jesus in the sight of His 
disciples, which are not written in 
this book. But these are written 
that you may believe that Jesus is the 
Christ, the Son of God; and that be- 
lieving you may have life in His 
name” (20:30). 

Even if there remained any traces 
of uncertainty in the minds of any of 
the disciples as to the deity of Jesus 
after witnessing the numereus mir- 
acles He had wrought, surely those 
vestiges must have been dispelled by 
the stupendous miracle of the Resur- 
rection. This occurrence confirmed 
by such an abundance of testimony, 
including that of the Apostles who 
spoke with the Master after His Res- 
urrection, would seem to have re- 
moved the last vestiges of wunecer- 
tainty from the minds of the disciples 
as to the divine Senship of Jesus. 
Even the centurion who had assisted 
in the crucifixion of the Master felt 
compelled by the signs and wonders 
oceurring at the time of the Saviour’s 
death, to ery out his belief in the di- 
vinity of Jesus. “‘Now the centurion,” 
says St. Matthew, “and they that 
were with him watching Jesus, hav- 
ing seen the earthquake, and the 
things that were done, were sore 
afraid, saying: Indeed this was the 
Son of God” (Matt. 27:54). 

In the light of all the evidence thus 
far presented, which indeed is but a 
fragment of the great mass filling the 
Gospels, it would not seem to be too 
much to say. that if Christ be not di- 
vine, then the New Testament con- 
sidered not only as an inspired docu- 
ment, but even as a simple historical 
work, falls to the ground and with it 
the whole superstructure’ of tradi- 
tional Christianity reposing upon it. 
For the only way to escape from be- 
lief in the divine Sonship of Jesus is 
by impugning the historical truthful- 
ness of the Gospels—a procedure for 
which there is no scientific justifica- 
tion. 


Christ of the Early Church 

In a desperate effort to escape the 
compelling evidence of the testimony 
of the Scriptures as to the divine Son- 
ship of Jesus, certain so-called Higher 
Critics and modernists in general con- 
tend that the early Church did not 
have any definite teaching on this 
point. For the first three centuries, 
they claim, the Church did not know 
her own mind, or rather had not as 


yet made it up, concerning the person- 
pared of Christ. Her members were 


sity, who was above 


and therefor not strictly diviie. This 
dogma they allege reflects the results 
of three centuries of evolution, not 
reaching its crystalized form until 
the Council of Nice in 325, when be- 
lief in Christ’s absolute divinity be- 
came a necessary condition for mem- 
bership in the Church. 

If this view were true, it would 
constitute one of the insoluble riddles 
of the world. For the Apostles and 
disciples not only considered Christ 
as God, but many of them died as 
martyrs for that-belief. Would it not 
be passing strange if they did not 
communicate to their converts the 
central article of the faith for which 
they were willing to suffer not only 
tortures and imprisonment, but death 
itself? Let us, however, pass over 
this theoretical consideration of its 
extreme improbability and look at the 
facts themselves. 


The teachings of the early Church 
can best be perceived from the pro- 
fession of faith required by converts 
to her fold. From the véry first it 
was the custom to require such a pro- 
fession before the converts were ad- 
mitted to baptism. To secure uni- 
formity, a set formula was adopted 
which reflected the most fundamen- 
tal articles of the faith then taught 
by the Church. The formula in gen- 
eral use during the first three cen- 
turies has been preserved for us, at 
least in part, by Tertullian (De Prae- 
scrtpt c. 36), by St. Justin (Apol. 
61, 1), and by St. Irenaeus (Adv. 
Haer, 1, 10). All these lived and wrote 
in the second century. Even hostile 
critics now generally admit that this 
formula traces its origin to a period 
not later than the first century, and 
that it was common to the Church 
both in the East and in the West. 

In this formula, belief in the di- 
vinity of Christ is thus explicitly set 
forth as a necessary condition for 
entrance into the fold: “I believe in 
God the Father Almighty, and in 
Jesus Christ, His only Son, our Lord 
who was born by the Holy Ghost of 
the Virgin Mary.” It is identical 
with the corresponding article of the 
Aposties’ Creed which we Christians 
of the twentieth century recite, thus 
professing the same faith as our co- 
religionists of the first and second 
centuries. Eighteen hundred years 
have not altered either our faith in 
the divine Sonship of Jesus, or its 
eternal expression. 


Testimony of the Fathers 


The writings of the Fathers of the 
early Church abound in references to 
this central article of their faith. St. 
Clement of Rome, St. Ignatius of 
Antioch, and St. Justin Martyr lay 
special stress upon it. In his Apology 
to the Roman Emperor, written to- 
ward the end of the second century, 
St. Athanagoras of Athens writes: 
“Not only is the Father God, but also 
the Son and the Holy Spirit. In these 
three divine persons there is unity of 
Godhead, and in this unity of God- 
head there is distinction of persons” 
(C. 30). St. Irenaeus of Lyons writes 
at about the same time, “If Christ 
forgives sins, if Christ is Mediator 
between God and man, this is because 
He is really a divine person” (Ady. 
Haer. Il, 9, 2). 

: Ty seanae the universal belief of the 
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second century, bore witness when 
bound to the stake to be burned alive, | 
he cried out: “For all things, O God, 
do I praise and bless Thee, together 
with the Eternal and Heavenly Jesus 
Christ, Thy well-beloved Son, with 
Whom, to Thee and the Holy Ghost, 
be glory, both now and forever. 
Amen.” 


The same great truth was empha- 
sized by St. Hippolyte of Rome, by 
Tertullian of Carthage, by Origen and 
Clement of Alexandria, by St. Metho- 
dius of Tyre and by Melito of Sardis. 
Indeed every writer of the period who 
referred to the matter, and whose 
writings have been preserved, taught 
the same doctrine. 


That the mind of the infant Church 
was very definitely made up on the 
matter is evident likewise from her 
manner of dealing with heretics who 
presumed to deny the true and abso- 
lute divinity of Jesus Christ. Thus 
when Corinthus toward the end of 
the first century proclaimed that 
Jesus was only the son of Mary and 
Joseph, and not of God, and that He 
was not, therefore, true God, the 
whole Church rose up in protest 
against his heresy and shunned him 
as an apostate (St. Irenaeus, Adv. 
Haer. V). The same vigorous con- 
demnation was sounded when the 
Gnostics, and later on the Arians, as- 
signed to the Saviour a middle place 
between the highest angels and the 
Supreme God, and thus reduced 
Christ to a sort of inferior deity. 
hesitation the Church 
promptly branded them as heretics 
who departed from the faith deliver- 
ed to them by the Apostles. 


_ So universal was the belief in the 
divine Sonship of Jesus among the 
members of the early Church that 
they looked upon this as the distin- 
guishing mark of the true Christian. 
The modern non-Catholic writer, Lid- 
don, accurately mirrors the faith of 
the Church in the first three centuries 
when he testifies that “the truth of 
Christ’s absolute Godhead was be- 


,,yond doubt the very central feature 


of the teaching of the ante-Nicene 
Church, even when Church teachers 
had not yet recognized all that it nec- 
essarily involved, and had not yet 
elaborated the accurate statement of 


its relationship to other truths 
around it.” 


Origen Replies to Celsus 


The Christians of the first three 
centuries not only believed in the di- 
vinity of Jesus, but they translated 
their belief into action by worship- 
ping Him as God. This fact stands 
out with special clearness from the 
charges of polytheism and even of 
idolatry brought against them by 
their enemies. Thus Celsus, a scoffing 
pagan philosopher of the third ecen- 
tury, contended that the Christians 
had no right to criticize the polythe- 
ism of the pagan world, since their 
own worship of Christ was essential- 
ly polytheistic. “The Christians,” he 
declared, “worshipped no God, no not} 
even a demon, but only a dead man.” 
“If they do not wish to worship the 
pagan gods,” he said, “why should 
they not rather pay their devotions to 
some of their own prophets than to a 


man who had been crucified by the 
Jews?” |

“In Montreal, this fact does not 
remain long unnoticed. Quebec 
City, the second centre of Catholic- 
ism in the world, is also the seat 
of Catholicism in Canada, and the 
source from which the principles 
and doctrines of the Catholic 
Church disseminate, affecting, it 
must be remembered, a Roman 
Catholic population of 2,237,736, or 
nearly a quarter of the Dominion’s 
total population. 

“But it is in the rural districts, 
the towns, villages, hamlets and 
farms of Quebec where, to quote an 
authority, ‘the priest, or the shadow 
of the priest, is always by the ha- 
bitant’s (farmer’s) side’ and again, 
where ‘the Catholic Church, it can- 
not be repeated too often, is the 
ruling factor in the life of the 
French-Canadians’. 

“The cure, or parish priest, is 
sometimes a much under-estimated 
personality. While living modestly, 
he is constantly subject to many 
demands. In many instances he is 
at once priest, doctor, lawyer, har- 
vester, notary. Not only is he a 
spiritual advisor, but a material 
counsellor as well, giving freely of 
the fruits of his broad experience 
to his parishioners on a thousand 
and one matters pertaining to their 
lives and welfare. He is the im« 
portant man in every French-Cana« 
dian town and village, and he sees 
to it that his flock live and buy 
wisely and well. 

Blessing Is Traditional 

“This is the situation today, but 
should it still seem rather remote 
to English readers, perhaps a re- 
cent concrete incident will prove 
conclusively the indisputable im< 
portance, in Quebec, of Catholic- 
ism, from the commercial angle.

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‘Heroes of the Fort 


Dearborn Massacre| 


Chicago.—A colorful. commemor- 
ation, just held here, of the 120th 
anniversary of the Fort Dearborn 
massacre, one of the most stirring 
incidents in early American his- 
tory, has served to bring out that 
three of the heroic leaders of the 
American forces at Fort Dearborn 
were Catholics. 


Delving into the records of the 
Chicago Historical Society, Cath- 
erine Lynch, one of those connect- 
ed with the celebration, found the 
record of the ,Catholic heroes. 


Ensign Ronan and Sergt. Otho 
Hayes, who rallied the American 
forces after the commanding of- 
ficers had ordered them to evacuate 
the fort, died with the men in the 
massacre near the fort. Ronan re- 
peatedly urged the officers not to 
abandon the fort, which already 
was invested by Indians friendly to 
Great Britain, but his pleas were 
disregarded. The troops were order- 
ed to evacuate, with non-combat- 
‘tants and women, and it was only 
after the leaders had surrendered 
to the Indians and the latter made 
known their intention of making 
slaves of the white women that 
Ronan was able to rally the soldiers 
in the hopeless fight to protect the 
non-combattants, 

William Caldwell, an’ American 
whose mother was an Indian prin- 
eess and who held considerable in- 
fluence over the Indians because of 
his education, reached the scene of 
the massacre the next morning and 
immediately began the task of 
urging the Indians to spare their 
prisoners, He also persuaded them, 
eventually, to abandon their allegi- 
ance to Great Britain and to 
espouse the American cause, after 
which he dispossessed the British 
of the territory centering in Chi- 
eago. In reward for his great ser- 
vice the government granted Cald- 
well title to the site of Chicago, but 
he felt that this reward was too 
great and voluntarily ceded it back, 
keeping title only to a much small- 
er area now in the northwest sec- 
tion of the city. 


The order to evacuate Fort Dear- 
born, which was followed by the 
massacre, resulted from the decis- 
ion of the Federal Government to 
cede to Great Britain all territory 
west of Fort Wayne. The events 
recounted took place in the war of 
1812, and as a result of Caldwell’s 
patriotism and courageous leader- 
ship of the Indians, the important 
post at Chicago was returned to the 
United States. | 


At the observance of the anni- 
versary, four tons of flowers were 
_ showered from the roof of one of 
the city’s great buildings. The first 
flower was tossed by a little girl of 
St. Vincent’s Orphanage, who acted 
as Miss Chicago.

The fourth article of the Creed 
ills us what we are to believe 
shout the passion and death of our 
Nivine Savior. Here are the words: 
“Suffered under Pontius Pilate, 
was crucified, dead and buried.” 

What did Christ suffer? He suf- 
fered a blood sweat in the garden, 
ourging at the pillar, crowning 
with thorns, carriage of the cross, 
heing nailed to the cross, and 
jying on the cross. Christ suffer- 
ed and died for our sins. He car- 
red His cross to Mount Calvary 
land there died on Good Friday. 

Since Christ suffered and died 
or our sins, because He loved us 
with a great love, we should know 
well the history and lessons of His 
miferings. The thought of what 
le endured for us will act as a 
very strong help for us in fighting 
against sin. Such knowledge and 
considerations will inflame our 
hearts with a. greater love for 
Jesus, and a deep hatred for sin 
that caused His sufferings and 
death. 

Although the people met Jesus 
at the gates of Jerusalem and wav- 
ed palm branches and welcomed 
Him with joyful “Hosannahs,” 
vesus knew that “His hour had 
ome.” These same people, a few

Weim!” Let us recall in few words 
many different places and occa- 
Bens of His sufferings.

was taken before Annas and Caia- 
phas; the triple denial of St. Peter. 
Then followed early on Friday 
morning His appearance before 
Pontius Pilate the governor. Pi- 
late wished to be relieved of the 
case, so Jesus was sent to Herod, 
the son of the Herod who had or- 
dered the murder of the Holy Inno- 
cents. Here he was mocked by the 
rough soldiers and sent back to 
Pilate. 

Pilate offered to set free the 
criminal Barabbas, or the innocent 
Jesus. The people called for the 
freedom of Barabbas and the death 
of Jesus. Pilate then had Jesus 
scourged at the pillar, crowned 
with a crown of thorns, and led 
before the people with these 
“Behold the Man!” The 
people whom Jesus had fed and 
cured and taught had been filled 
with the evil spirit and infamous 
lies of their leaders and cried out, 
“Crucify Him!” 

What a perfect example is this 
of the deceitfulmess of the world. 
Love of the world is filled with 
dangers and crowned with disap- 
pointment. 

Carrying His own cross, while 
the soldiers pushed Him on up the 
slope of Mt. Calvary, the blood- 
thirsty crowd jeered and scoffed 
at Him. Arriving at the summit 
Jesus was stripped of His clothes, 
thrown down upon the cross and 
His hands and feet nailed to the 
hard wood. Then the cross was 
raised and it fell with a painful 
jerk and thud into the hole made 
for it. There our Divine Savior 
hung, between two thieves, until 
His death.

When Jesus died on the cross the 
veil of the temple was torn in two 
pieces, from the top even to the 
bottom, the earth quaked and the 
rocks broke open, graves released 
their dead and many holy souls 
that slept in death came from their 
graves and appeared to many in 
the city. Some who were present 
and saw all these things happen 
declared, “Indeed this was the Son 
of God.” They returned te their 
homes striking their breasts in 
sorrow and bewilderment. 

When evening had come, Joseph 
of Arimathea went to Pilate and 
asked for the body of Jesus, and 
his request was granted. The prec- 
‘ious body was laid in the new tomb 
‘of Joseph of Arimathea, and then 
sealed and guards were set at the 
entrance. 

Christ suffered with patience, 
‘with charity teward His very per- 
isecutors, and with perfect resigna- 
tion to His Father’s will. Fre- 
quently think of the sufferings of 
Jesus. Ask yourself Who it was 
‘that suffered. For whom? How 
much? These thoughts are brought 
to mind each time we make the 
sign of the cross.

the paths of evil and sin. The good 
mother, like Holy Mother Church, 
does all in her power to bring up 
the child in the teachings of truth 
and virtue. Often the young man 
and young lady begin to think both 
mother and the Church are ter- 
ribly “old fashioned.” Thank God 
they are, for truth never changes, 
and the world is ever changing. 

Our Church, wise with the wis- 
dom of God, has nothing more at 
heart than the Catholic education 
of her children. Almost every 
parish has a Catholic school. Our 
country is well equipped with Cath- 
olic colleges and universities. The 
godless education of children is 
reaping its fruits today. Catholic 
parents must send their children to 
Catholic schools, where religious 
instruction keeps pace with knowl- 
edge of other branches of science. 

Children, in their turn, are 
obliged to obey their parents, and 
avail themselves of those institu- 
tions of learning where the soul as 
well as the mind is thoroughly 
trained. Probably some Catholic 
schools have not the full and 
fancy equipment for games and 
amusements as are found in other 
schools. What thinking Catholic 
child would neglect the care of the 
soul, in order to seek physical 
honors ? 

On the other hand, children, 
whether they attend a Catholic or 
non-Catholic school, are under the 
spiritual care of the parents and 
pastors. The good effects of a day 
in a Catholic school can be lost in 
a moment, unless the protecting 
and guiding hand of parents is ever 
present. What a joke it must be to 
a child to receive mstructions at 
school on charity, fidelity in ser- 
vice of God and country, and then 
to find these same virtues torn and 
riddied at home! Bad example can 
overturn an undeveloped character 
very easily. 

Finally, the parents have a right 
to guard your time of freedom and 
recreation. It is their solemn duty 
to watch over the company you 
keep. Obey your parents that you 
may be long-lived upon the earth.

Closely related im spirit and 
thought with the Sign of the Cross, 
explained to you last week, is the 
Satramental known as the Sta- 
tiens, or the Way of the Cross. 
The “Way of the Cross” is richly 
indulgeneced and its fourteen Sta- 
tions fill the mind and soul with 
‘deepest love for the Savior of the 
world. 


Christ has led the Way. He is 
the Way, the Truth and the Light. 
We follow Him in spirit, recalling 
to our minds as we move from sta- 
tion to station, His long and pain- 
ful journey to Calvary. We even 
follow Him to the tomb. The 
works of art, in sculpture ahd eit, 
impressively portray the Man-God, 
earrying His Cross and dying for 
us. Devout men and women of the 
Chureh have written sentiments 
that dig right down into our souls 
and tear us away, at least for a 
half-hour, from thoughts and wor-. 
ries of the world. How much light- 
er our load is after we have fol- 
lowed Him! 

Naturally enough devout Chris- 
tians were inclined to follow this 
devotion according to their own 
recollection of the different stages 
of Christ’s trip to Calvary. In the 
year 1731, however, Pope Clement 
laid down the rules for all future 
time, that there weuld be Four- 
teen Stations necessary for this 
devotion. 


The early Christians went in 
crowds to visit the places trod by 
the Lord. They built small chapels 
at each place and some piijgrimse 
would remain for weeks praying 
and meditating at each Station. 
Frem Jerusalem this devotion 
spread into Europe and many 
saints, such as Blessed Alvarez, 
and the Order of St. Francis, urged 
those who could not visit the Holy 
Places te recall the scenes and 
offer prayers. 


Missionaries of all times have 
felt the results of this pious exer- 
cise in bringing back the sinner to 
God. Many of them consider it the 
greatest sermon. St. Leonard of 
Port Maurice erected 572 sets of 
Stations in varieus places. It was 
St. Leonard who urged Pope Bene- 
dict XTV to erect the Stations in 
the Colosseum at Rome, 

The Stations must be solemnly 
erected and papers of approval 
must be obtaimed. These papers 
must be hung in the church 
(sacristy) and preserved. Even 
though the Stations be made of 
marble, wood, canvas or composi- 
tion each station must be sur- 
mounted by a “wooden” cross, The 
solemn ceremonies of erecting 
them impress us with the great 
respect we should always show for 
this Sacramental.
